WHY  DID  GOD  CHOOSE  MOSES? 

My  answer  to  Dr.  Sample’s  question  is 
this:

Now  he 
is  insisting  on  the  duty  oft  mutual  helpful- 
ness. of  assisting  and  rest l ring  the  weak. 
“Hear  ye  one  another’s  hurl  ens.”  This  he 
says,  if  you  wish  any  law.  iJIthe  law  for  you. 
This  is  the  41  lay  of  Christ.  I 

It  was  the  principle  that  governed  the 
life  of  Jesus;  it  was  the  likssion  that  pos- 
sessed his  heart,  and  emit  jolled  all  his  ac- 
tions. To  get  under  other  men’s  burdens, 
to  lift  them' off  the  shoulilTs  of  the  weak 
and  the  crushed,  to  help  thilm  carry  the  load 
that  was  too  heavy  for  tn|m,  this  was  the 
law  of  Christ.

The  law  is  fulfilled  in  a larger  measure 
than  in  a local  community.  There  is  a 
common  interest  and  •life  among  all  the 
churches  in  the  State.  Where  the  cause  is 
weak  in  one  place  it  ought  to  have  at  least 
temporary  assistance  from  other  places.  State 
Missions  is  largely  a co-operative  insurance 
company  that  strengthens  the  weak  church 
until  it  comes  to  he  in  turn  a hel|»er  of  oth- 
ers. This  has  been  its  history  in  the  past 
and  is  its  purpose  fot-  the  future.  Two- 
thirds  of  all  the  money  for  our  various  be- 
nevolent enterprises  today  comes  from  the 
churches  that  have  at  one  time  received  help 
from  other  churches.  They  have  been  help- 
ed and  in  turn  become  helpers  of  others.  To 
carry  out  this  principle  in  all  our  life  and 
work  is  to  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ,  com- 
pletely to  carry  out  His  will,  to  fill  full  the 
Christian  life  of. ministry,  to  round  out  the 
life  he  lived  and  the  mission  He  gave  us. 
If  that  which  moved  Him  shall  possess  us. 
the  burdens  of  others  will  be  lighter  and  ours 
will  he  a greater  joy. 

WHAT  WAS  THE  MATTER  WITH 
CAIN? 

The  story  of  Cain  runs  something  like  this. 
Now  Cain  brought  of  the  fr  lit  of  the  ground 
an  offering  to  the  Lord,  but  Abel  brought 
the  "firstlings  of  his  flock.  And  the  IiOrd 
had  respect  unto  Abel’s  offering,  hut  unto 
the  ottering  of  Cain  He  had  not  respect. 
And  Cain  was  wroth  ami  his  countenance 
fell.  And  |the  Lord  said  to  him.  Why  art 
thou  wroth  and  why  is  thy  countenance  fal- 
len? If  thou  doest  well  or  right  will  it  not 
be  accepted?  And  if  thou  doest  not  well 
sin  croueheth  like  a wild  beast  at  the  door 
and  its  desiije  is  for  you.  But  do  thou  over- 
come it  or  rule  over  it. 

Now  put  this  by  the  side  of  the  expla- 
nation that  is  given  in  Hebrews,  when  we 
are  told  that  by  faith  Abel  offered  to  Ood 
a more  excellent  sacrifice  than  Cain,  through 
which  he  had  witness  borne  to  him  that  he 
was  righteous,  Hod  bearing  witness  in  re- 
spect of  his  gifts.  And  notice  that  this  is 
one  of  the  examples  of  the  ‘‘elders  who  had 
witness  borne  to  them.  The  real  character 
of  the  men  themselves  was  what  gave  the 
quality  to  their  offering  and  faith  in  Hod  or 
the  lack  of  it  was  what  made  them  good  or 
had.  The  reason  Cain's  offering  was  not 
accepted  was  that  there  was  sin  in  his  life, 
lie  was  a had  man  and  Hod  could  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  His  holiness  receive  the  wor- 
shipper or  his  offering.  Sin  kept  in  the 
life  and  unrepented  of,  vitiates  the  sacrifice 
or  the  service.  Hod  said  to  Cain.  ‘‘If  thou 
doest  well  shall  it  not  he  accepted?  If 
thou  doest  not  well,  sin  croueheth  at  the 
door  ready  to  spring  on  you.”  Its  desire 
is  for  thee.  It  Is  hungry  to  devour;  but 
do  thou  master  it.  It  is  the  same  trouble 
that  Isaiah  complained  of  in  Israel  when  he 
said,  “Who  hath  required  this  of  you  to 
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trample  my  courts,  to  come  like  a thought 
less  herd  of  steers  into  the  sanctuary.  • Your 
hands  are  full  of  blood.  When  you  stretch 
fortli  your  hands.  I will  not  regard  you  ami 
when  you  make  long  prayers  I will  not  hear 
you.  Wash  you ; make  you  clean ; put  away 
the  evil  of  your  doing  from  before  mine 
eyes.”  It  is  the  same  truth  that  another 
prophet  announces  when  he  says  if  we  re- 
gard iniquity  in  "our  h»arts,  the  l^ord  will 
not  hear.  Cain  could  have  no  answer  from 
Hod  in  his  heart  while  sin  remained  uneon- 
fessed  and  up  forsaken.  Hod  relinked  him 
and  sought  to  save  him.  ' Instead  he  grew 
more  sullen  ami  sour,  and  sin  that  crouched 
at  Ins  door  like  a tiger  sprang  upon  him  and 
drove  him  to  murder.  The  faith  of  Abel 
led  Abel  to  a righteous  life.  That  is  the 
way  to  a righteous  life  the  only  way  to  a 
righteous  life,  not  righteous  merely  by  im- 
putation but  also  in  deed  and  fact.  The 
life  that  is  delivered  from  the  dominion  of 
sin  ami  that  alone  can  bring  an  acceptable 
offering  or  offer  acceptable  service.  If  our 
service  is  a failure,  if  there  is  not  the  answer 
of  peace  in  the  heart  when  we  pray  or  wor- 
ship Hod,  it  is  because  sin  is  in  the  life,  and 
Hod  cannot  look  upon  sin.

There  is  only  one  white 
Haptist  ehureh  in  Adams  county,  tin-  one  in 
Natchez,  though  there  are  said  to  lie  ciglitc  ii 
negho  Baptist  churches  here  This  is  om< 
of  the  few  places  where  the  Catholics  have 
a negro  ehureh.  The  negroes  do  not  l«- 
lie vc  in  letting  the  priest  have  all  the  re- 
ligion.  and  so  don’t  take  much  to  that  sys- 
tem. The  association  met  with  the  ehureh 
in  Natchez  when-  everything  was  done  for 
the  visiting  brethren.  Brother  Thompson 
was  re-elected  moderator  and  Brother  Sid 
m-y  Johnston  was  made  clerk.  The  subject 
of  pastoral  support  was  added  to  the  usual 
list  of  subjects  and  the  discussion  was  in- 
teresting. State  Missions  lies  text  th^ 
heart  of  the  brethren  here  and  two  of  tlu> 
missionaries.  Baden  and  Hates.  s|M>kc  out  of 
the  fulness  of  their  souls  and  of  experience. 
A young  lawyer,  Brother  Ramsey,  read  an 
unusually  good  report  on  temperance  in 
which  he  included  some  other  things  besides 
mention  of  intoxicants  front  women's  dress 
to  gluttony.

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BAPTIST  SCHOOLS  IN  FOREIGN  LANDS 

During  the  month  of  September  many 
thousands  of  our  people  will  be  personally 
interested  in  the  question  of  schools,  and 
great  armies  of  our  young  people  will  he 
trooping  to  the  doors  of  educational  insti- 
tutions. The  question  of  moral  and  relig- 
ious influences  around  the  children  in  the 
schools  will  be  one  of  vital  interest,  and  a 
host  of  brethren  will  lie  thankful  that  we 
have  so  many  splendid  Baptist  schools  to 
which  their  children  can  be  sent.  This  is 
a good  time  for  us  to  think  of  our  Baptist 
schools  in  foreign  lands. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  inis 
siofiarics  and  others  who  have  given  close 
study  to  missionary  methods  that  schools  are 
absolutely  necessary  as  helps  to  evangeliza- 
tion ami  for  training  an  intelligent,  native 
leadership  in  the  churches.  In  many  heath- 
en countries  there  are  no  native  schools  in 
which  the  children  of  Christians  can  be  ed- 
ucated. The  native  schools  have  an  exceed- 
ingly poor  system  of  education,  and  arc  per- 
meated  with  heathen  ideas  and  even  heath-- 
en  rites  and  ceremonies.  Take  for  instance 
the  great  field  of  China  In  the  past  the 
native  schools  have  confined  educational 
training  almost  exclusively  to  the  memoriz- 
ing of  the  Confucian  classics.  Since  the 
revolution  the  Chinese  government  is  seek- 
ing to  establish  modern  schools,  hut  must 
turn  to  the  mission  schools  for  teachers, 
methods  and  textbooks.  It  will  he  a long 
lime  before  there  is  anything  like  a system 
of  government  schools  at  all  adequate  to  the 
situation.  In  Japan  where  the  best  gov- 
ernment schools  Hre  found  in  the  far  East 
these  schools  are  corrupt  in  morals  and  ei- 
ther permeated  with  false  religions  ideas  or 
with  skepticism. 

In  Catholic  countries  the  existing  schools 
arc  under  the  control  of  the  Catholic  church 
and  have  no  adequate  educational  methods. 

A writer  in  speaking  of  educational  affairs 
in  Spain,  says:  “The  number  of  pupils 
who  att<  ml  the  Protestant  mission  schools  is 
very  large.  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
many  of  the  Catholics  realize  the  wretched 
instruction  given  in  the  Catholic  schools. 
The  pupil  there  is  taught  more  about  the 
.Avc  Marias  Pater  Nosters  and  the  creed 
than  about  reading  and  writing.” 

. It  is  evident  tliat  if  our  Baptist  young 
people  are  to  have  any  education  in  our  for- 
eign fields  we  must  have  schools  for  them. 
Where  th  esc  schools  exist  and  there  is  room, 
some  children  of  non-Christ ian  families  are 
taken  into  the  schools,  and  thus  they  become 
a direct  evangelizing  agency,  because  many 
of  tlnvsc  children  are  converted,  and  the  way 
is  opened  to  the  homes  and  hearts  of  ‘heir 
parents. 

There  have  been  a few  missionaries  who 
while  believing  that  schools  are  necessary, 
have  contended  that  we  ought  merely  to 
evangelize  the  people  and  wait  for  them  to 
develop  their  own  schools.  Such  mission- 
aries have  been  in  a small  minority,  because 
it  is  evident  that  the.  method  is  too  slow. 
We  need  trained  workers  and  leaders  now. 
and  it  would  take  a long  time  for  the  native 
Christians  to  be  able  to  conduct  and  main- 
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tain  th<  ir  own  schools  without  aid.  Just 
as  it  has  lie.  n necessary  for  Southern  Uap 
lists  to  plant  mission  schools  in  the  moun- 
tains aid  other  section*  of  our  own  c. mu- 
try  because  our  jieoplc  were  not  able  to  have 
their  own  schools,  so  it  is  nee  -ssary  for  ns 
to  have  mission  schools  on  the  foreign 

fields. 

The  poll  y of  the  missionaries  i«  to  turn 
these  mission  schools  over  to  the  native 
t I,  list  inn*  as  fast  as  they  are  able  to  control 
and  maintain  them.  This  is  being  don* 
more  rapidly  than  might  be  supposed.  Out 
of  the  2ti9  for  ign  mission  schools,  HIT  are 
day  schools.  These  arc  usually  conducted 
by  native  teachers  under  the  direction  of 
the  missionaries,  mid  are  largely  s lf-suo- 
porting.  Of  the  reinairing  52  schools.  30 
are  hoarding  schools  which  ar  • conducted 
more  directly  by  the  missionaries,  but  still 
with  native  teacher*^  in  many  of  them,  and 
are  partly  self -supporting.  This  l<  ave*  only 

22  schools.  2*1  of  w hich  are'th>‘ologieal  or  Bi- 
bb1 training  scho  ds  and  are  absolutely  nec- 
essary for  the  preparat ion  of  native  workers: 
and  two  are  schools  of  college  grade,  one  i't 
China  and  one  in  Brazil.  It  is  believed  by 
the  missionaries  that  with  necessary  equip- 
ment nearly  all  of  these  schools  could  soon 
be  made'' self-supporting  except  the  Bible 
Training  School  for  women  and  th”  Theolog 
ieal  i al  Training  School  for  men  Even 
in  these  schools  the  native  churches  help  to- 
support  the  students. 

In  this  great  department  of  educational 
missions  South < ru  Baptists  have  never  done 
ns  much  as  they  ought  to  have  done  and  the 
result  is  that  in  these  critical  times  on  many 
of  our  fields  we  have  an  insufficient  supply 
of  trained  native  yvorker*  and  leaders.  But 
our  people  have  caught  the  vision  and  an' 
planning  now  to  do  larg  r things  in  this  im- 
portant | til rt  of  the  work  through  the  Judson 
Centennial  equipment  fund.  We  yvill  never 
cease  to  stress  ns  the  supreme  thing  (he  work 
of  direct  evangelization,  hut  we  I ave  learned 
that  along  with  this  there  is  the  need  of 
training  those  whom  we  are  evangelizing.

FOOD  FOR  THOUGHT. 

By  J.  R.  Sample,  M.  D. 

From  an  article  by  Farmim  St.  John,  of 
Dniiver,  Cold.,  published  in  the  Western  Re 
eorder,  February  fit li,  I select  the  following 
statements: 

"1  The  church  is  not  a public  institu- 
tion, as  the  expression  is  used,  to  he  counted 
among  the  community’s  assets.  It  is  open 
to  all,  making  n > class,  sex,  racial  physical 
or  educational  tests. > 

”2.  The  church  is  not  a ii-runi  for  the 
discussion  or  attempted  solution  of  economic 
or  moral  questions. 

”3.  The  church  is  not  a charitable  in*t:- 
tution.  and  while  it  doe*  good  to  all.  espie- 
ially  to  the  household  of  faith  it  is  neither 
able  or  willing  to  alleviate  physical  need  at 
the  expense  of  its  gosp*d  mission.  It  is  not' 
obliged  to  feed  or  clothe  the  people,  to  pay 
doctor  bills,  to  build  tenements,  or  fight 
the  ‘white  plague.’ 

“4.  The  church  does  not  provide  a play 


room,  library  and  platform  for  the  public. 
It  cannot  offer  entertainment  or  other  at- 
tractions to  offset  those  of  the  saloon, 
theatre,  and  the  dance  hall. 

“5.  The  ohttreh  is  not  responsible  for 
|H»verty,  sieknesa  or  erime,  but  believe*  that 
other  institutions  arc  so  rvs|*onsible  It  is 
a friend  to  every  movement  for  righteous- 
ness. but  it  eannot  abandon  its  unique  and 
tiod-given  mission  for  anything  else,  how- 
ever important  or  beneficial. 

“6.  The  church's  responsibility  is  clearly 
set  forth  in  the  Bible  which  is  the  only 
guide  in  faith  and  practice.  • • • It

have  failed  to  change  the  heart  of  man;  it  is 
still  murderous,  lustful,  self-willed  The 
church  also  ha*  failed  to  improve  conditions 
in  the  mass,  but,  through  its  instrumentality 
millions'  of  individual  hearts  have  received 
pardon  and  peace  and  prepared  for  eternity 
with  (tod.  Tin  church  gladly  acknowledges 
its  responsibility  as  follows.  The  m(.ssage 
of  a crucified  and  risen  Savior  J<y.u*  Christ, 
the  Son  of  God.  • • • The  carrying  of 

the  gospel  to  every  part  of  the  world.  The 
loving,  pure,  honest  Scriptural  behavior  of 
its  members.” 

There  is  much  food  for  thought  in  the 
above  declaration*,  and  there  will,  perba|>*, 
never  be  a more  opportune  time  for  such  re- 
flections. 

WHY  DENOMINATIONAL  SCHOOLS? 

By  W A.  McCoinh. 

By  denominational  school*  is  meant 

school*  under  denominational  control  and 
dominated  by  Christian  influence. 

Such  schools  arc  intended  to  bo  the  place 
where  the  youth  of  the  land  i*  trained  for 

service  in  the  various  walks  of  life.  Thi* 

training  is  of  a threefold  nature,  includ- 
ing the  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  de- 
velopment of  the  student. 

True  education  does  not  ignore  nor  neg- 
lect the  physical  development  of  the  alu- 
• dent,  but  goes  on  the  prineinlo  of  a “strong 
mind  in  a strong  body.”  This  phase  of  ed- 
ucation ean  he  looked  after  as  well  by  the 
State,  however,  as  by  the  denominational 
school.  • The  general  idea  of  education, 
however,  is  the  training  of  the  mental  facul- 
ties. _ Indeed,  this  is  important,  and  with- 
out. mental  training  education  would  be  like 
the  play  of  Hamlet  with  Hamlet  left  out. 
And  yet  the  student  is  done  a grave  in  jus-  « 
rice  whose  mental  training  i*  at  the  sacrifice 
of  his  physical  and  spiritual  development. 
But , th*  State  ran  look  after  tin-  mental 
training  as  well  but  no  better  than  the  de- 
nominational school.

It  might  tie 
of  some  Interest  to  the  brethren  to  know  that, 
after  several  years  of  absolute  prostration,  our 
church  here  is  on  the  up  grade,  and  is  moving 
forward  with  an  Increasing  momentum.  A few 
years  ago  the  membership  of  this  church,  for 
causes  1 need  not  mention,  scattered  and  went 
into  other  denominations  and  left  us  with  but 
few  souls  who  weathered  the  storm;  and  they 
were  badly  discouraged  by  reason  of  the  dis- 
esteem  with’  which  they  were  held,  and  a heavy 
debt  that  weighed  down  upon  them.

Each  new  step.  In  the  development 
of  farming  marks  a new  alliance  be- 
tween the  producers  in  Industry  and 
the  producers  In  agriculture. 

This  Interdependence  was  shown 
very  clearly  In  the  recent  mammoth 
power  farming  demonstration  which 
was  held  during  the  week  ending 
September  13th  at  Fremont,  Nebras- 
ka. under  the  auspices  of  the  Fre- 
mont Commercial  Men’s  Associa- 
tion. In  a way  this  demonstration 
typified  the  new  era  which  haa  cast 
Ita  mantle  over  the  commercial 
world.  It  shows  In  marked  con- 
trast the  fast  disappearing  theory  of 
"Cavlat  emptor” — “Let  the  buyer  be- 
ware,” with  the  present  almost  uni- 
versally adopted  slogan  of  "Let  the 
buyer  be  better  posted." 

So  strong  has  this  underlying  prin- 
ciple of  business  taken  bold  of  the 
Interests  which  deal  directly  with  the 
farm  Industry  that  at  the  request  of 
the  Commercial  Men’s  Association, 
backed  by  the  influential  Agricultural 
Press  of  Omaka.  16  of  the  largest 
oil  and  gasoline  tractor  manufactur- 
ers, and  as  many  more  plow  com- 
panies loaned  the  service*  of  several 
hundred  of  their  employes  and  the 
uae  of  forty-odd  engines  with  even 
more  plow*  for  an  entire  week  In  or- 
der that  an  extensive  object-lesson 
might  be  given  in  cheaper  crop  pro- 
duction. 

Perhaps  the  greates  Impetus  tow 
ard  making  power  farming  well 
known  and  popular  was  given  by  th< 
International  contests  at  Wlnnepcg. 
but  these  meets  were  more  demon- 
strations of  that  type  marked  by  keen 
rivalry  and  more  or  less  commercial- 
ism. and  often  times  the  interests  of 
the  purchaser  were  overlooked  In  the 
Interests  of  the  winner.  The  Fre- 
mont concourse,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  purely  educational.  Big  busi- 
ness was  there,  jbut  without  Imme- 
diately trying  to  make  business  big. 

On  this  demonstration  field  were 
a doxen  small  outfits  which  could  be 
bought  for  the  price  of  six  or  seven

work  of  from  1 2 to  IS,  whether  the 
wrork  consists  of  plowing,  drilling, 
harvesting,  hauling,  logging,  making 
roads,  or  baling  hay.  They  can 
turn  over  an  acre  six  or  seven  inches 
deep  for  front  4U  cent*  to  50  cents, 
and  they  can  drill  tt  for  even  less;  I 
they  can  haul  the  harvest  In  from! 
the  wheat  field  or  the  corn  field  with 
a -speed  which  Is  rapidly  solving  the 
harvest-hand  problem;  they  can  han- 
dle the  disks  and  drill*  In  such  a 
way  as  to  turn  out  a seed  bed  that 
even  the  Intensive  European  farm- 1 
ers  would  envy;  they  can,  as  a well- 
known  agricultural  college  professor 
said,  "perform  every  operation  In 
wheat  growing,  from  plowing  to  the 
threshing  and  conveying  It  to  the 
market,  and  every  operation  In  corn 
growing  but  cultivating.” 

The  difference  between  motor 
power  and  horse  power  Is  that  when 
a tractor  quits  work  It*  expense  ends 
and  when  a horse  quits  work  Its  ex- 
pense begins.  A hay  famine  has  no 
•errors  for  the  power  farmer. 

There  was  no  special  effort  made 
at  Fremont  to  show  that  horses  were 
a back  number  or  that  they  should 
be  eliminated  entirely  from  the  farm. 
That  fate  has  overtaken  them  quirk-/ 
ly  enough  In  the  cities.  It  was 
shown,  however,  that  In  all  the 
branches  of  farm  work  where  power 
and  speed  are  essential.  If  we  are  to 
get  our  crops  with  less  work  and  lea*  , 
time,  there  Is  a marked  saving  In  u4- 
Ing  engines.  This  Is  seen  not  only 
in  tabor  and  tithe,  but  In  the  savin 
of  expense  for  fuel — In  other  words, 

If  the  time  and  labor  saving  elements 
are  not  considered  at  all.  It  take*  a 
greater  rash  value  of  oats  to  get  a 
definite  amount  of  work  out  of  horse 
flesh  than  It  does  to  get  a similar 
amount  of  work  out  of  an  engine 
burning  kerosene. 

Among  the  prominent  spectator* 
who  seemed  to  regret  the  close  of 
each  day's  work,  so  Interested  were

We  are  practically  100  year*  be- 
hind the  times  in  the  matter  of  the  I 
laws  written  upon  the  statute  books | 
of  Mississippi  dealing  with  youthful 
delinquency. 

The  attitude  of  every  state  should 
be.  not  to  condemn  but  to  reclaim  Its 
juvenile  offenders',  to  protect;  to 
correct;  to  train;  to  discipline;  thus 
conserving  and  preserving  their  pros- 1 
pectlve  manhood  and  citixenshlp;  in 
other  words,  to  save  them.  If  we  can, 
which  is  but  a practical  application 
of  the  principles  of  Christianity. 

''Whatsoever  a man  soweth  that 
shall  he  also  reap,”  expresses  a law 
that  obtains  throughout  the  entire 
universe,  physical.  Intellectual,  moral 
and  spiritual.  And  -the  state  that 
disposes  of  its  youthful  delinquents 
among  a set  of  hardened  criminals.  Is 
sowing  seed,  which,  by  the  operation 
of  the  law  of  association,  will  forever 
return  a harvest  of  confirmed  crim- 
inals. This  places  the  State  in  the 
position  of  a contributing  factor  In 
the  propagation  of  criminals;  and 
more  than  that,  virtually,  renders  the 
state  a manufactory  of  criminals. 

Recognizing  this  deplorable  con- 
dition, a movement  has  been  organ- 
ized by  the  Adult  Bible  Classes  of 
Meridian,  composed  of  representa- 
tives from  different  classes,  of  every 
denomination,  constituting  a central 
committee,  whose  responsibility  Is  to| 
overlook  andf  direct  the  movement, 
with  a view  of  securing  uniformity  of 
action  and  the  fullest  possible  co-op- 
eration.
